The need of a commercial club and 
«a public auditorium which will ac­ 
commodate any sort of a gathering 
is seen in Rushville every day and 
has caused 
comment 
from many 
sources. 
Business men and profes­ 
sional men 
alike feel the 
need of 
these two tilings, but no one yet has 
started a movement looking toward 
the consummation of either. 
“ It’s too bad,” said a prominent 
Rushville man this morning, “ that we 
can’t have a place dow’n town wdiere 
people can gather on any public oc­ 
casion. 
I never 
felt the 
ne.ed so 
keenly myself as I did last Saturday 
w’hen I wrent over to the court house 
to that hog cholera meeting. 
“ The assembly room wrould not ac­ 
commodate more than half of the 
farmers who had come from far and 
near to get some advanced ideas on 
combating the disease that thins out 
their hogs every year. 
At least as 
maqy farmers as heard the lecture 
were turned aw’ay and many stood 
around the doors. 
“ Every’ 
village in Rush 
county 
that even aspires to be called a town 
has a public meeting place and Rush­ 
ville has none. It is a shame to have 
to admit such a thing. 
There are 
plenty of people in 
Rushville who 
have more money than they need. 
They might follow’ the example of 
some citizens in nearby cities. 
“ In 
Connersville the 
spirit 
of 
benevolence has been w’orking over 
time. 
James Roberts gave a large 
tract of land for the free fair. 
E. 
V. Hawkins gave a tract for public 
playgrounds. Mrs. Dale gave a cem­ 
etery site and Mr. Hankins found he 
had enough to give a lot to the pub­ 
lic hospital. 
“ Still we can’t here in Rushville, 
get anything toward a public meeting 
place. 
The need is imperative and 
it seems that citizens of Rushville 
should awaken to it. 
Rushville en­ 
joyed a rejuvination w’hile the Retail 
Merchants association thrived, and 
if we do not organize a commercial 
body of some kind, w’e are bound to 
get back in the old rut again.” 
There has been much gossip among 
business and professional men look­ 
ing toward the formation of a com­ 
mercial club, but nothing has grown 
out of the talk thus far. It has been 
suggested 
that 
an 
outsider 
be 
brought in to perfect the organiza­ 
tion as was done recently in Ander­ 
son, but even this w’ould take some 
sort of concerted action on the part 
of Rushville citizens. 
Merchants 
have 
generally 
ex­ 
pressed the opinion that Rushville 
was the best business center for a 
city of its size in Indiana during the 
year just closed and it is felt that 
without some sort of organization 
the city, instead of gaining, will lose 
ground.

ALMOST AS GREAT IN COUNTY 


According 
to 
statistics 
which 
have been gathered by 
Dr. Will S. 
Coleman, 
president of 
the 
Rush 
County Society for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, the death 
rate from tuberculosis in Rush coun­ 
ty last year w’as materially decreas­ 
ed. 
The same thing applies to the 
city. 
T h e r e - d o u b t but that 
the agitation to prevent the spread 
of the white plague has had its effect 
here as elsewhere. 
The tuberculosis 
death rate in the state was reduced 
seven per cent last year. 
The death rate in this county was 
reduced last year, but the rate was 
not so 
large as the 
reduction in 
deaths from tuberculosis. 
In 1912 
there were thirty deaths from this 
cause, but in 1913 there were only 
seventeen, a reduction of almost fif­ 
ty per cent. 
The total 
number of 
deaths in the 
county in 1912 w’as 
270 and in 1913 the number w’as 233. 
In Rushville in 1913 there wrere 104 
deaths, 12 of which were from tub­ 
erculosis. 
In 1913 the total was 69 
and six of them wrere from tubercu­ 
losis. 
In the city the 
reduction of 
white plague deaths 
was fifty per 
cent.

revival. Other ministers took part in 
the devotional services and the Uni­ 
ted Presbyterian choir was augmen­ 
ted by members of other choirs. The 
crow’d last night was much larger 
than that on the opening night. 


The Rev. R. W. Nairn, who is con­ 
ducting the meeting, 
took 
for his 
text, “ If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble themselves 
and pray and seek my face and turn 
from their wicked w^ ys; 
then will 
I hear from heaven and will forgive 
their sins, and will heal this land.” 


“ The theme,” Dr. Nairn said, “ is 
God’s idea of a revival. “ Many peo­ 
ple think of a revival as a meeting 
in which many people are converted. 
That is the result of a revival, but 
the revival itself is 
a 
quickening 
anew of the spiritual life of 
those 
who are already Christians.” 


He illustrated by the revival of a 
wilted plant. He asserted that there 
must be life or there can be no re­ 
vival. 
Dr. Nairn pointed to the part 
of man in a revival. 


In the first pace, 
he 
said, 
man 
should humble himself and qhoted, 
“ Before honor is 
humility.” 
Jesus 
condemned the proud Pharisee, 
but 
blessed the poor publican who pray­ 
ed, “God be merciful to a 
sinner.” 
“ Humble yourself 
in the 
sight 
of 
God and He will lift you up,” quoted 
the minister, and 
then 
continued, 
“ Some Christian’s act as though they 
were the Lord’s guests; 
they want 
to be entertained, to be taken care of, 
but First Corinthians tells us 
‘We 
are all laborers together with God.* 
Humility in the confession of sin; 
humility in service, are essential to a 
revival condition of the church.” 


The second 
thing 
mentioned as 
man’s part in a revival was prayer. 
He said prayer is the Christian’s se­ 
cret of people and added that if peo­ 
ple would spend as 
much 
time 
in 
prayer Sabbath morning as they do 
dressing for church, results w’ould be 
better. 
He asserted the greatest re­ 
vivals have been the result of prayer. 
The third requirement, Dr. Nairn 
said, as shown by the text, is “ And 
seek my face.” 
“ This means,” he 
pointed out, “ that w’e shall not pray 
by proxy. 
Some wives let their hus­ 
bands do their praying for them. 
A 
Methodist minister on a circuit call­ 
ed on a. member of the 
church 
to 
pray. 
The response 
w'as: ‘You do 
your own praying; 
that is what we 
pay you for.’ 
“ Business men some times 
have 
interests too important to delegate 
to anybody else. 
They must attend 
to it in person. 
To be right with 
God, we must seek God’s person. 
“ The fourth requirement 
of 
the 
text is that God’s people ‘turn from 
their w’icked ways.’ This is the hard­ 
est requirement of all, but it is nec­ 
essary to a revival in any church. 
‘Behold the Lord’s hand is not short­ 
ened that it cannot save, neither is 
his ear heavy that he cannot hear: 
but your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and your 
sins have hid his face from you that 
He will not hear.’ 
“ God can not bless as long as sin 
is held in the heart. When Christian 
Co ntinued o n Page 7.

(Specia l to the Da ily Republica n) 
Lafayette, Ind., Jan. 14.— Wednes­ 
day was Corn Growers’ day at

Course at Purdue university and the 
attendance figures soared to a record 
breaking mark. Indications were that 
before the end of the w’eek the en ­ 
ro llmen t woul exceed 2,000. 


The annual meeting of the Indiana 
Corn Grow’ers association was held 
at Fowder hall and brought together 
some of the leading farmers of Indi­ 
ana. 
President Stone, Prof. George 
I. Christie and Prof. J. H. Skinner 
all cordially welcomed the visitors. 
After the president's address, Dr. F. 
J. Spi liman of the 
office 
of 
farm 
management of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, spoke and then Dr. T. 
N. Carver of the rural organization 
service at Washington delivered 
an 
address on “ Organization of 
Rura 
Interests.” 
“ American 
agriculture 
i.s badly organized” he 
said, 
“ be­ 
cause there are so many 
farmers 
(six and a half million); because 
they live so 
far 
apart; 
because 
their business brings them more inti­ 
mately in contact with nature than 
with men; 
because our public lands 
were distributed in an extremely in­ 
dividualistic basis.” 


There was a pleasing variety 
in 
today’s program for the women at 
the Short Course. 
It included de- 
ministration of cookery, dressmaking 
and children’s games as well as an 
address on thè subject of recreation 
and its 
meaning. 
The 
attendance 
surpassed all previous records and 
while the great majority of the wo­ 
men present came from farms there 
were many city wTomen present as 
well. 


That childish recreation is an im­ 
portant requisite in character build­ 
ing is the belief of Mrs. Walker. In 
her address today on “ Recreation Its 
Meaning” she said in part : “ Simple 
play is the best recreation, 
for 
it 
capture the attention completely and 
at the same time exercise many of the 
muscles of vital functions. Students 
of human development say it is im­ 
possible for an 
individual 
to ma­ 
ture properly without almost 
con­ 
stant motor activity during the year 
preceding adolescence. 
Yet in spite 
of this there are many parents and 
even teachers who frequently cor­ 
rect children by telling them not to 
waste their time in games, but to de­ 
vote themselves to profitable work 
of some kind. 
It is certainly true 
that if a child leanps to play by rules 
of the game he will be more willing 
to live by the rules of the game. 
It 
is lack of vision not to see the co­ 
operative spirit in many 
organized 
competitive games of combat. 
The 
submerging of self for organization 
surely develops the altrusive spirit. 
The country schools many of them 
need more competitive ‘ games 
for 
healthful recreation.” 
In the

F. Hunziker

The reports were at 
first thought to be exaggerated due 
to the nerves of the W’ireless opera­ 
tor. 
Four different calls have been 
received but whether they came from 
the ship is mere speculative. 


The weather is cold and the storm 
continues. 
It was given out this af­ 
ternoon that the Cobequid has one 
hundred and eighteen 
persons 
on 
board all of which belonged to the 
crew’ with the exception of sixteen 
persons. 
Officers of the

stated that there are many places 
along the coast where the ship could 
have gone around without great dan­ 
ger. 


The w’ireless operator of the Royal

WOOD IS FEARFUL OF 


THE OUTCOME OF WAR 


We 're In No Shape lor Even 


One Ba ttle , Sa y s He. 


Washingto n, J an. 14. — Reinfo rced 
with the entire militia fo rce o f the 
states, the United States army has 
neither the o fficers, men, field guns no r 
artillery ammunitio n which wo uld be 
required in the nrst few weeks o f a 
war with a first-class po wer. 
These 
facts are fully set fo rth in the annual 
repo rt o f Majo r General Wo o d, chief 
o f staff, just made public here. 
General Wo o d ho lds that the neces­ 
sity fo r pro v iding a reserv e o f the 
trained men av ailable fo r duty with 
the United States fo rces in the ev ent 
o f war, is the mo st critical and urgent 
pro blem co nfro nting the go v ernment 
in co nnectio n with the maintenance o f 
the military defenses o f the co untry . 
Nex t in impo rtance he places the ur­ 
gent need fo r mo re field artillery to 
bring this arm o f the military serv ice 
up to the minimum amo unt required 
in pro po rtio n to the number o f o ther 
tro o ps already in ex istence. There is 
hardly eno ugh artillery ammunitio n in 
the United States to supply these bat­ 
teries with eno ugh shells fo r o ne big 
engagement, to say no thing o f a re 
serv e supply fo r the o ther guns which 
it is ho ped will be pro v ided. 
General Wo o d reco mmends the char­ 
tering o f sufficient regiments to permit 
the o rganizatio n o f three infantry div ­ 
isio ns in the United States, o r o ne field 
army . 
He also fav o rs as a matter 
wo rthy o f immediate co nsideratio n 
legislatio n pro v iding so me means fo r 
the eliminatio n fro m the serv ice o f all 
o fficers who hav e either o utliv ed their 
efficiency o r who hav e failed to make 
themsqlv es useful members o f the ser­ 
v ice. 
Enco uragement o f rifle practice 
amo ng civ ilians and scho o lbo y s, ex ­ 
pansio n o f the army camps fo r co llege 
students, established ex perimentally 
last summer, mo re strict superv isio n 
o f the militia o rganizatio n o f the state 
and insistence that the co lleges re­ 
ceiv ing federal land funds co nfo rm to 
the letter and spirit o f the law in the 
matter o f military instructio n and drill 
amo ng their students, are amo ng the 
o ther reco mmendatio ns o f the chief o f 
staff.

He is re­ 
garded a s a very capable and sin­ 
cere man, hut there is no doubt but 
that his past affiliations 
seriously 
handicap his work. 
It is freely admitted even by the 
most rabidly partisan Wilson admin­ 
istration newspapers that a mistake 
was made in selecting Mr. Wilson for 
the secretaryship. There is no doubt 
about where his preference lies. lli> 
sym pathy would naturally be with 
the labor union, where his interests 
have always been. 
It 
could 
have 
been safety assumed in the first place 
that he would have been a failure in 
his position since it entailed the most 
carefully handling of disputes, with 
an effort to bring about 
settlement 
[between capital and labor. 
A large number of labor disiurb- 
[ances in the industrial world were 
attracting attention when lie 
came 
into office, and he and his assistants 
(have been busy since the fourth of 
¡March, trying to do something in tlie 
[way of meditation and conciliation. 
They had had to deal with the coal 
strike in Colorado, the coal strike in 
West. Virginia, and with all so rts of 
(strikes in other parts of the country. 
The latest failure of the depart- 
[ment was in the copper mine district 
of Michigan where a strike has been 
[in progress since last summer. 
The

together.

een in recent m o n th s an example of 
what the departm ents efforts gener- 
illy amount to. 
Solicitors from the

ndianapolis, but both efforts came 
o naught.

aent. all of whom are in accord with 
heir chief as regards their views, 
an not be blamed because they have 
lways taken the side of labor. The 
ystcm is wrong. 
It appears that 
here should he a man at the head of 
his department who would be un- 
mmpered by past 
connections and 
who could view disputes between la­ 
bor and its employers with an un- 
limmed eye. 
It is very natural. Mr. 
Wilson and men should see only la­ 
b o rs side.*

For More Than a Century Volcano 


Sakurashima Has Been 


Inactive. 


To kio , Jan . 14.—By a flo o d o f fire 
fro m the Saku rashima v o lcan o , which 
bu rst in to activ ity o n Jan . 11, the city 
o f Kag o shima, with 64,000 in habitan ts, 
was to tally destro y ed. 
The three v illag es o n the islan d o f 
Saku rashima were blo tted o u t by the 
mo lten lav a which p o u red fro m the 
crater an d 15 ,000 p erso n s are believ ed 
to hav e p erished there. 
Nearly 100,000 p erso n s are feared to 
be dead in the g reatest v o lcan ic disas­ 
ter sin ce the destru ctio n o f St. Pierre 
by the eru p tio n o f Mt. Pelee. 
While the fact that millio n s o f p eo ­ 
p le were su fferin g the ag o n ies o f hu n ­ 
g er an d tho u san ds were dy in g o f star­ 
v atio n had been reg arded here with 
co mp arativ e in differen ce, the p eo p le 
were g alv an ized in to ex citemen t by the 
disaster in the so u th, which, becau se 
o f its sp ectacu lar character, awaken ed 
the imag in atio n . 


Pompeii’s Doom Duplicated. 
The who le v o lcan ic ran g e o f Kiu - 
shu i bu rst in to dan g ero u s activ ity with 
startlin g su dden n ess after hav in g been 
q u iescen t fo r mo re 
than a cen tu ry . 
Kag o shima was o bliterated ex actly as 
an cien t Po mp eii was en g u lfed by the 
lav a p o u rin g fro m Vesu v iu s. 
Hu n dreds o f earthq u ake sho cks were 
felt all thro u g h the islan ds. Railro ads, 
teleg rap h lin es an d telep ho n e lin es 
were destro y ed an d n o thin g like an 
adeq u ate acco u n t o f the disaster has 
y et been receiv ed here. 
Acco rdin g to disp atches receiv ed 
fro m Mito y o shi, the main lo ss o f life 
was ap p aren tly o n the islan d o f Saku r- 
ashin ia. 
After hav in g been do rman t 
fo r 130 y ears, the v o lcan o , witho u t 
warn in g , bu rst in to activ ity an d p o u red 
destru ctio n o n the v illag es o n its 
slo p es an d base. 
The eru p tio n beg an in the fo ren o o n 
last Su n day , acco rdin g to the sto ry o f 
o n e o f the su rv iv o rs who man ag ed to 
escap e fro m Kag o shima. Man y o f the 
islan ders hasten ed to the main lan d a 
co u p le o f miles away , aban do n in g their 
ho mes in terro r, bu t by far the g reater 
n u mber had n o time to escap e. 
Islan d a Mass of Flame. 
The who le mo u n tain seemed to sp lit. 
New craters o p en ed u p in a sco re o f 
p laces an d lav a an d blazin g ashes 
came do wn the slo p es ig n itin g ev ery ­ 
thin g in tn eir p ath, u n til the en tire 
islan d was a mass o f flame. 
The in habitan ts o f the western slo p e 
o f the mo u n tain were mo st affected by 
the first ex p lo sio n s. 
The su rv iv o rs 
ran to the beach in a fren zy as the 
flames swep t do wn the mo u n tain side 
to their v illag e. The p eo p le flo cked to 
the beach o p p o site Kag o shima. There 
were n o bo ats to take them to the 
main lan d. 
The p o lice o f Kag o shima 
ap p ro p riated all the av ailable craft in 
the harbo r there an d hasten ed to len d 
aid to the stricken islan ders. 
As the bo ats sp ed to the islan d the 
heat was in ten se an d the flames ad­ 
v an ced to the beach so rap idly that 
hu n dreds o f p erso n s were do o med be­ 
fo re the rescu ers co u ld reach the 
islan d. 
The bu rn in g lav a o v erto o k 
them befo re the ey es o f the men has­ 
ten in g to g iv e them aid. 
Man y were 
sav ed, ho wev er, an d taken to Kag o ­ 
shima. 
Awe Turns to Terror. 
It was n o t u n til three-q u arters o f an 
ho u r after the first eru p tio n that the 
su mmit o f the co n e beg an to hu rl fo rth 
lav a an d ro cks. 
The fiery matter 
leap ed to an immen se heig ht thro u g h 
den se v o lu mes o f smo ke. 
Then the 
p eo p le o f Kag o shima, who had been 
watchin g the terrific sp ectacle with 
awestru ck in terest, became alarmed 
fo r their o wn safety . As the series o i 
earthq u akes in creased in n u mber an d 
in ten sity the p eo p le beg an to flee. The 
au tho rities o rdered the in habitan ts to 
aban do n the city . 
It was 7 o ’clo ck in the ev en in g when 
the en tire to p o f the mo u n tain was lit­ 
erally blo wn o ff with a terrible ex p lo ­ 
sio n . 
Smo ke, ashes, hu g e ro cks an d 
lav a sho t in to the air an d sp read o v er 
the sky as a v ast can o p y . 
Wide 
streams o f the 
sizzlin g lav a swep t 
do wn the mo u n tain sides in all direc­ 
tio n s. destro y in g ev ery thin g befo re 
them. So tremen do u s was the fo rce o f 
the eru p tio n that bo u lders weig hin g 
sev eral to n s were hu rled n o t o n ly the 
three miles acro ss the bay in to Kag o ­ 
shima, bu t n in e miles farther in lan d, 
where they dro p p ed in to the fo rests.^ 
Ev en at that distan ce their heat was 
so in ten se that fires were started, an d 
befo re lo n g the tho u san ds fleein g fro m 
Kag o shima fo u n d themselv es hemmed 
in by bu rn in g fo rests. Ju st ho w man y 
p erso n s man ag ed to leav e the islan d 
after the eru p tio n started 
is n o t

Lafay ette, Ind., Jan. 14.—The farm­ 
ers* sh :rt course at Purdue university 
reports more than 1,000 persons reg is­ 
tered and all previous records of at­ 
tendance broken. 
Not only are the 
farmers of the state showing them ­ 
selves keenly interested in the wQrk, 
but the presence of an unusually larg e 
number of y oung people is noticeable, 
and many rural school teachers are 
found in the throng in attendance, the 
interest in vocational training having 
increased remarkably since the pas­ 
sag e of the new vocational training 
law. 
Some instances were reported of 
teachers requesting trustees to close 
the schools, so tbe instructors mig ht 
come to Purdue and g et in touch with 
modern methods of teaching ag ricul­ 
ture. 
One of the most interesting features 
of the short course prog ram is the 
work for boy s and g irls, which occu­ 
pies a place of its own in the schedule. 
Much attention is being paid to the 
y oung people of the farms who are 
here for the week. A larg e number of 
counties 
have 
sent 
deleg ations 
of 
y oung people and in mo3t instances 
the boy s and g irls who have been sent 
here are those who have won contests 
in their home counties, the counties 
standing the expense of their visit to 
the short course. 
Laporte county , which is one of the 
leaders in ag ricultural education, sends 
a class of sixty -five boy s and g irls, 
who won prizes in farm, field and study 
demonstrations, and they are attract­ 
ing much attention. 
The y oung peo­ 
ple traveled in a special coach. 
Pu­ 
laski county sends a g roup of sixteen 
boy s. Rush county sends a deleg ation 
of twenty boy 3 and Tipton county is 
represented by seven boy s and seven 
g irls.
